The news con- 
tained in the telegrams during the past few 
weeks does not lead one to expect that 
Turkey will be prepared to sccept humili- 
ating terms,and unless theAllies are disposed 
to considerably abate the demands which 
tho telegrams have foreshadowed there is no 
certainty that the ‘present effort to termi- 
nate the War willsuccead. All the news 
goes to show that Turkey is feeling that 
aba has eome chance yet, and the informa- 
tion which is now transpiring concerning the 
losses’ suffored. by her ndversaries and the 
expedients to-which they ora driven—ns, for 
instance, the drafting of boy recruits to the 
front after only three weeks’ training—are 
certain to stiffen her oppositio to 
humiliating conditions.

tA message from Constantinople states 


that the armistice. has been signed with 
Bulgaria, Servia and Montenegro. 
Earlier telegrams showed that the 
Turkish terms of: the armistice, though 
reduced, were still munch more extensive 
than “were ‘hitherto imagined. They in-

_ BRITISH CONDEMNATION OF 

GREECE. 

The British Press: are unanimous. in 
condemning the action of Greece, which 
they declare is threatening to complicate 
the European outlook, which is now 
graver than ever. They are of opinion 
that Turkey is too astute not to make the 
fullest use of the divisions between her 
opponents, and would be encouraged ‘to 
continue what seemed a week ago to be a 
hopeless contést.. They urge Greece to 
abandon her intractable attitude, which 


imperils the fruita of the Allies’ victories, 
pointing out that level-headed Bulgarian 
statesmen have ‘probably the best reaions 
for-their policy of complaisance towards 
Turkey. 

“SERVIAN SWELLED HEADS.”
